Snow and icy roads have caused 
Grant County and Williamstown 
Independent to be on pace to miss 
more school days than last year. 

Grant County Schools missed 
seven days last year. 

That number is already at four 
missed days so far for the 2013-14 
school year. 

“We are concerned about dis¬ 
rupting learning anytime we close 
due to inclement weather, but we 
have to balance that concern 
against the dangers of transporting 
students on slick roads,” said Jim 
Lacey, director of pupil personnel 
for Grant County Schools. “We are 
hopeful that the weather in January 
and February will 
be mild.” 

With two snow 
days this year, 

Williamstown is 
already half way 
to the four days 
missed last year. 

Canceled 
classes due to 
inclement weather also impacts the 
school calendar. 

The last day for students at 
Grant County Schools to attend 
school is currently May 21. 

Any more missed days will be 
added to the end of the calendar. 

Williamstown is scheduled to be 
out for the summer now on May 23 
after adding two makeup days. 

If another day is missed, the 
next makeup day will be taken Feb. 
18. 

“I am a little concerned because 
we have missed two days and it is 
not technically winter yet,” said 
Williamstown Elementary Principal 
David A. Poer, who serves as direc¬ 
tor of pupil personnel for the dis¬ 
trict. “I also feel that we have had 
mild winters the past few years and 
maybe we are due. The instruc¬ 
tional flow is disrupted when you 
are here a day, gone a day, here a 
day, gone a day.”

GCMS student plans toy drive for sick children

Despite facing another sur¬ 
gery related to his battle with 
cancer, Jacob Vickers, a student 
at Grant County Middle 
School, decided he wanted to 
give back this holiday. 

Vickers has spent nearly 
every birthday in the hospital 
facing one difficult surgery 
after another to battle his blad¬ 
der/prostate cancer that doctors 
discovered a tumor as big as his 
head when he was just 6 years 
old. 

Jacob, who enjoyed playing 
football, until the cancer side¬ 
lined him, knew he’d be in the 
hospital over Christmas for 
another surgery to try and 
repair damage done to his blad¬ 
der following radiation for the 
cancer, but that didn’t deter him 
from starting a toy drive. 

In October, Jacob, a 13-year- 
od soft spoken, young man, 
with the help of his mother, 
Terry Vickers, began collecting 
toys to give to children who 
would be in the hospital during 
Christmas. 



“He told me that he had all 
he needed, so he wanted to 
know if our family instead of 
buying him gifts would buy 
them for others,” Terry said. 
“After I stopped crying, I start¬ 
ed calling my friends and fam-

ily to see what we could do.” 

For the next several week¬ 
ends, Jacob and Terry staffed 
drop box locations at Wal-Mart 
stores in Dry Ridge and Ft. 
Wright, as well as Kroger in 
Walton. There were also local 
drop off spots including 
GCMS. 

“When I was in the hospital 
in 2007, a little boy did it for 
me and it felt good so I wanted 
to do something for the other 
kids,” Jacob said. 


Jacob will spend the next 12 
weeks at home recuperating 
from his complicated, two-part 
surgery. 

“It’s tough to be away from 
my friends,” he said. 

The last time he had sur¬ 
gery, Cheryl Arnold, an admin¬ 
istrative assistant at GCMS, 
spearheaded a drive to get 
Jacob an Ipad so he could com¬ 
municate with his classmates. 

Unfortunately, Jacob was 
not able to Facetime his class¬ 
mates or teachers, but he was 
able to use the device to stay 
connected to school and use it 
for homework, but this time the 
bugs have been worked out and 
he’s going to stay connected. 

Terry can’t help but be 
proud of young son. 

“I’m impressed with him 
and sometimes don’t know 
how lucky I am to be his mom 
and I mean that,” she said, 
looking directly at her son. 

Jacob’s brother, Ben 
Vickers, also helped with the 
project by getting his class¬ 
mates involved. 

“It just makes me feel good 
to help others,” Jacob said.

Coming together to reduce impact of herion 


W hat often sets 
the Northern 
Kentucky re¬ 
gion apart is our willing¬ 
ness to collaborate to solve 
common problems. When 
the region was faced with 
an astounding rise in the 
number of people addicted 
to heroin, we came together 
once again. 

The result was the 
Northern Kentucky Heroin 
Impact response group’s 
plan, “Northern Kentucky’s 
Collective Response to the 
Heroin Epidemic,” released 
in mid-November. 

The plan was the prod¬ 
uct of more than a year of 
work by the heroin impact 
group. We brought together 
experts from law enforce¬ 
ment, local government, 
mental health/substance 
abuse providers, health 
care and the business com¬ 
munity. 

The group pulled to¬ 
gether data on the impact 
of heroin abuse. We saw 
how drug overdose deaths 
in Kentucky quadrupled 
between 1999 and 2013. 
The estimated economic 
impact of heroin abuse in 
our state is $6 billion each 
year. Northern Kentucky’s 
rate of hepatitis C, a com¬ 
mon disease among IV 
drug users, is twice that of 
the state and 24 times that 
of the United States. 

Then, we researched 
solutions to the problem. 


We gathered information 
from across the country, 
analyzed it and brought 
forth recommendations for 
what we think can work in 
Northern Kentucky. Those 
strategies are spelled out 
in the plan, which can be 
downloaded at http://www. 
drugfreenky.org. 

The plan outlines five 
areas of response. Think of 
these as pieces of one big 
pie—all are necessary to 
successfully address heroin 
abuse in Northern Ken¬ 
tucky. 

First, we must reduce 
supply. Under the lead¬ 
ership of the NKY Drug 
Strike Force and local law 
enforcement, we need to 
decrease the availability of 
heroin and other drugs on 
our streets. 

To reduce the demand 
for heroin, we need to fo¬ 
cus on prevention, treat¬ 
ment and support in recov¬ 
ery. We need programs that 
promote social and emo¬ 
tional health. We need to 
learn how to use prescrip¬ 
tion drugs wisely, so their 
use doesn’t lead to heroin 
abuse. We must expand and 
improve treatment options 
for people who are addict¬ 
ed. This includes long-term 
residential treatment for 
adults and teens, as well 
as outpatient programs. 
When a person is under¬ 
going treatment, we need 
wrap-around services, like

housing and job programs, 
to help individuals focus on 
lifelong recovery. 

Until people with heroin 
addiction obtain treatment 
for their condition, we 
must decrease the risk of 
transmitting diseases and 
prevent them from dying 
from an overdose. We need 
to keep used needles and 
syringes from our streets, 
parking lots, and other 
places in the community 
and be able to help people 
with heroin addiction stop 
sharing their devices and 
get in to treatment. We 
must make the medica¬ 
tion naloxone more widely 
available so that overdoses 
can be quickly reversed and 
lives saved. 

Fourth, we must advo¬ 
cate for changes in leg¬ 
islation, education and 
programs that will enable 


Northern Kentucky to ef¬ 
fectively banish heroin 
from our neighborhoods 
and communities and care 
for our friends and family 
members living with addic¬ 
tion. 

Lastly, we must have 
the capacity to manage the 
change we seek. We need 
to build on the work of 
the heroin impact response 
group with the infrastruc¬ 
ture needed to move the 
plan forward, implement 
strategies, ensure account¬ 
ability and measure prog¬ 
ress. 

There is no turning back 
- this problem will not go 
away on its own and we 
cannot afford to stay as we 
are. We have a plan now and 
we must continue to move 
forward to carry it out. For 
the sake of our children, 
our families, our neighbor¬ 
hoods, our businesses and 
our communities, we must 
succeed. And we must do 
this work together. 

Accomplishing these 
tasks will not be easy, and 
will require numerous re¬ 
sources. But, our communi¬ 
ties will be better, stronger 
and healthier if we can get 
those in need back on track 
and on a healthier, produc¬ 
tive path. All of us benefit.

Where Jesus 
fits in the picture 

A bout 10 years ago, I attended a seminar for 
religion writers, “How Religion Shapes Re¬ 
gional and Community Identity.” 

A panel of prestigious people with prestigious titles 
from prestigious institutions and organizations came to 
talk to us about how in the world we should cover this 
thing called religion. 

They talked about how religion affects art and about 
the phenomenon of “megachurches.” One person even 
talked about Elvis as a religious icon, complete with fol¬ 
lowers who make pilgrimages to the religious-sounding 
Graceland. 

The people at the table tossed around words like “re¬ 
ligiosity” and “diversity,” “ritual,” “heritage” and “spiri¬ 
tual” and discussed demographics and trends and the 
“supermarket mentality” of people choosing a religious 
institution that fits their needs. 

I remember sitting there thinking that it was all very 
interesting, in a statistical, intellectual, antiseptic sort of 
way - and utterly devoid of Jesus. 

I also remember that, despite his obvious exclusion 
in the program, Jesus showed up anyway, although I’m 
pretty sure the religion experts didn’t notice. 

Jesus came as the man sitting next to me leaned over 
and said, “I’m Jewish, but I really like Jesus.” 

Sometimes you encounter people and engage in po¬ 
lite, yet forgettable, chit-chat. Other times, God shows 
up in a big way, right in the middle of your conversation 
and you’re left awe-struck. 

As the religion experts discussed the new immi¬ 
grants and the religions 
they bring with them 
to America, I asked the 
man next to me, “Tell 
me about Jesus — 
what do you like about 
him?” 

His eyes lit up as he 
said, “I like that he got 
his hands dirty and that 
he didn’t have an ego. 
It almost makes me cry 
- his selflessness.” 

He added, “I don’t 
think Jesus would like 
this meeting.” 

The man — his 
name was Richard — 
told me he loved the idea of faith and about how, a few 
weeks earlier for the first time ever, he prayed to Jesus. 

“And he answered!” he said. Jesus had touched him 
in a way he had never been touched before. 

Then, because he’s a journalist, he asked me ques¬ 
tions. “Do you think Jesus will come back in your life¬ 
time?” 

I said I didn’t know. 

“When you see Jesus, do you think you’ll cry?” 
“Yes, I’m sure I will,” I said. 

Then he asked me what I thought heaven would be 
like. I told him I thought we would have really great 
jobs; maybe God will let us be journalists. 

Richard added, “Without egos and jealousies and 
competitiveness.” 

I laughed — at that time, he and I competed in some 
of the same writing contests. 

As the hymn goes, it’s the name that “charms our 
fears and bids our sorrows cease” and is “music in the 
sinner’s ear” and “life and health and peace.” 

It was by divine appointment that I sat by this man 
and also divine appointment that I got to share some 
good news with him. 

“I think you’re a Christian,” I told him. Not in the 
dry esoteric/ritual and tradition/Power Point presenta¬ 
tion “Christianity as one of many world religions” way 
that had been discussed in the seminar, but in the awe¬ 
struck, “Nothing in my hand I bring, simply to Thy cross 
I cling” way. The “Jesus, I have nowhere else to go with 
my sin but to you” way. 

He smiled. “A Christian? You think so?” he asked. 
Yes, I think so, I told him. 

He smiled through the rest of the seminar. 

I’m smiling now as I remember how, without charts 
and graphs and statistics Jesus simply and quietly 
showed up in a conference room and entered two strang¬ 
ers ’ conversation, and as religion went on all around 
them, he brought life in his name. 

Like Richard, I think I really like Jesus, too.

It features hand-painted

Christmas ornaments, vintage 
jewelry, household items, 
antique glassware, as well as 
furniture. 

The shop is one of three to 
open recently in Dry Ridge. The 
other two, Sweet Buy and Buy 
on Taft Highway and Serendipity 
on Broadway, all work coopera¬ 
tively to promote buying local 
and feature local craftsman and 


vendors. 

“We’re all about trying to get 
people out to come to Dry Ridge 
and make an afternoon of visit¬ 
ing all the shops,” Hazel said. 

Jene v ’s specialty is candles, 
hair bows and body scrubs. 

“Growing up we really did 
have a motto of, ‘one man’s 
trash is another man’s treasure.’” 
Jene v said. 


Many of the items for sale in 
the shop came from their own 
homes, but others come from 
sales and auctions.

Crittenden took its first step recently to enhance the 
look of the city to residents and visitors.

1 pound shredded Colby cheese 
1 pound shredded Jack cheese 
Mix until melted. 

Add: 

2 cups of sour cream 1 Vi melted butter 
1 Vi teaspoon salt 
1 teaspoon salt 
1 teaspoon pepper 
Mix well. 

Add enough milk so that mixture is wet¬ 
looking. Pour in a greased 9 by 13 pan. Bake 
350 degrees until golden brown.

Cook on low for 12 hours for the best roast.
